Stores; he retired in 1981; and

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Arrowhead Council for many years; he was proud that he was an
FEagle Scout and that his sons, Michael and Jon, also achieved
that honor; he was a member of several organizations, which
included the American Legion, the Ansar Shrine, the C-U Elks,
the University Club, and the Masonic Lodge, of which he was a
life member; he was also a member of First Presbyterian Church

in Champaign; and
